SPECIAL REPORT ON SCHOOLS 
Mr. Heber U. Hunt, superintendent of 
the public school system of Sedalia has 
just submitted a special report of the 
Public Schools of Sedalia. 
The report is for a three year period 
ending April 1, 19 30. It is very elaborate 
and apparently covers most thoroughly 
every phase of our city schools. 
It contains information, k nown to com­ 
paratively few' of our townspeople, but 
wliich every tax payer should k now!— 
for instance: w^ho of our readers can 
name the members of the school board, 
how^ many teachers, or for that matter the 
number and names of our school build­ 
ings, or how the money paid in for school 
purposes is expended? 
It is all told in Mr. Hunt’s report, which 
he says is a brief one, though it pretty 
well covers 53 pages of type w’^ritten mat­ 
ter, full of interesting data, but too volum­ 
inous for us to publish; nor would you 
read it all if w'e should, so we will touch 
the high points in Mr. Hunt’s report. 
The members of the school board are, 
J. T. Montgomery, president; Charles O. 
Botz, 
vice 
president; 
George 
P. 
Berthouex, treasurer; E. W. Dugan, Dr. 
F. B. Long, Lon Leslie with Byrd S. 
Tavenner, secretary. 
There 
are 
eleven 
school 
buildings 
covered by the report, viz., Arlington, 
Eugene Field, Broadway, Horace Mann, 
Jefferson, 
Martha 
Letts, 
Washington, 
Smith-Cotton high school, W’hittier, Mark 
Twain and Lincoln high school and grades 
for the negroes. 
They have a nurse wiio seems to be 
doing a wonderful work so that the board 
is amply justified for the employment of 
such a person. 
A savings system has been successfully 
launched by 
which 
the 
children 
are 
taught to save and how to spend. 
All of 
Uie bank s are cooperating with the school 
board in this effort to teach the children 
the principle of economy. 
Mr. Hunt elaborates on the necessity 
of a junior 
college, 
which 
every 
one 
ack nowiedges is an outstanding necessity; 
and as a money investment w'ould pay big 
returns for the money invested. 
There 
are being graduated from our high school 
every year something lik e tw’o hundred 
pupils; of these at least one-half seek a 
course in higher education. 
If w'e could 
catch tw'o years of those w'ho go else- 
wiiere what a big saving it w^ould be, 
not only in money but in home influence 
as well. 
Some one has figured that a 
“junior college” here would easily mean 
$100,000.00 to Sedalia every year. 
But lik e the “aviation field” and the 
more recent “chain factory,” the “junior 
college” w’ill have to retire to a back seat 
and 
k eep the 
chain 
factory and the 
aviation field from getting lonesome until 
such a time as Sedalia can see the light. 
Mr. Hunt also spok e of a “k indergarten,” 
but w’e are not even going to talk about 
that. 
There were in attendance during the 
past year at the various schools 3,451 
white children and 460 negro children, 
requiring 140 teachers, 15 janitors, one 
superintendent, one nurse supervisor, one 
attendance officer, one head janitor and 
five secretaries, a total of 165 employes, 
128 of which are women. 
Tlie total school expenditures for a 
\ ear for teachers and incidentals is $243,- 
59 4.22. 
The average paid men teachers 
is $1,675 per annum; the average to w’o- 
men is $1,150.00— the cost per pupil for 
each day is figured at an average of 57c.

CANADA’S TARIFF BILL 
( 'anadian export .nteresls complained 
tiiat tl'Ki proposed revised tariff of the 
T'nited States would hurt them. 
Their 
protests seemed to fall on deaf ears. Now 


Canada is prepared to charge American 
goods and w^ares a higher impost. 
The 
American department of commerce says 
that American trade with Canada will 
suffer to the extent of more than $175,- 
000,000. 
Tlie Canadian revision extends 
its tariff schedules to 1,118 classifications 
of which 589 will be free under the Brlt- 
isli preferential tariffs. 
Competition betw'een imports from the 
British empire and the United States is 
substantialy increased,” the department’s 
analysis says. “British empire trade favor­ 
ably affected amounts to about $200,000,- 
000. 
American exports of many lines will 
be required to lay greater stress on service 
and quality.” 
“Joe” Grundy and his associates will 
not applaud the Canadian revision. Cana­ 
da has been an important American con­ 
sumer for many years. 
Many of the goods 
and stuffs 
imported 
from 
Canada are 
needed in the United States and the Amer­ 
ican people are penalized through the 
raising of the tariff. 
The protectionists 
care nothing about the effect on the peo­ 
ple as long as they increase their for­ 
tunes, but they are unhappy w^hen mai'- 
k ets for their surplus goods and stuffs are 
curtailed. 
Unless President Hoover vetoes salient 
sections in the revised tariff the American 
people will pay the increased costs, with­ 
out compensating increases in their owm in­ 
comes. 
Favored industries will cut their 
prices to foreigners while raising their 
prices to domestic consumers. 
If the Ca­ 
nadian trade is to be held under a higher 
tariff, the burden will be on all the people 
in this country. 
A shrink age of sales in 
Canada must affect Americans. 
And the 
United States stoutly maintains that Cana­ 
da is its intimate friend.

LONDON AND THE ZEP 
Who could have imagined 15 years ago 
that multitudes of the very Londoners who 
then were dodging bombs or hiding in 
cellai's and subways would live to hail the 
friendly visit of a Zeppelin, King George 
from his royal box returning its salutation 
as it passed over W^embley stadium where 
he w^as watching the football champion­ 
ship contest? 
German literature and German music 
are no longer banned, German scholars 
and scientists are w^elcomed, German ath­ 
letes and players of games are no longer 
barred from competition, Englishmen and 
Germans no longer eye each other ask ant 
when they meet abroad, the Springfield 
Republican asserts. 
The German of cur­ 
rent English fiction is no longer a coarse, 
vulgar 
and 
murderous 
brute, and “All 
Quiet on the Western Front” is as popular 
as the English war novels. 
In short, the 
war has receded far enough for something 
lik e the normal emotions of peace to be 
restored, and in time of peace there is not 
a little mutual sympathy and respect be­ 
tween the 
Teutonic 
Germans

partly Teutonic English. In some respects 
the British have more in common with the 
people of northern Europe, including the 
Germans, than wdth the Mediterranean 
peoples; at all events, when no interna­ 
tional feud stands in the way Britons and 
Germans get along together very, very 
w'ell, and having destroyed German sea 
pow’er the British can w^ell afford to be 
magnanimous. 
That Zeppelins once bombed London 
k illing a few^ people, is nowr but a small in­ 
cident of the w'orld w'ar in wdiich all the 
countries involved suffered far greater 
evils than that. 
To continue to treat it as 
an unpardonable crime w^ould be absurd 
w hen 15 years later the powers, including 
Great Britain have not been able to bring 
themselves to the point of outlawing the 
bombing of cities from the air. , The Zep­ 
pelin's cordial reception at London is a 
gratifying proof of the passing of the w'ar 
spirit; it w'ould be more gratifying still if 
the bombing of non-combatants had been 
definitely made, lik e the w'orld w'ar, a 
thing of the past.

A lady received a yellow Calla 
Lily for Mother’s Day, and desires 
to k now how to tak e care of it. 
The Calla lik es plenty of water but 
it must always have drainage.

Found: A car with nine lives! 
This is not a missprint. The spell­ 
ing of car is correct. It is not in­ 
tended to be "cat.” That would not 
be news. 
The discovery is the result of one 
of the most ex haustive attempts ever 
made to wreck a car intentionally, 
an attempt that was finally given up 
after all efforts failed and the car, 
almost as good as new, pulled aw’ay 
under its own pow’er. 
The scene of the test w’as Phila­ 
delphia, and the reason for it W'as 
chiefly to demonstrate to non-believ­ 
ers the rigidity of all-steel bodies not 
only from the standpoint of ordinary 
driving, but of the most ex traordinary 
driving a car could be put through. 
Hundreds gathered for the demon­ 
stration, W’hich W’as accomplished by 
building a plank runway on the crest 
of a steep hill, the sort of hill many 
motorists have plunged over with 
fatal results. 
One of the dealers in the vicinity 
was asked to select out of his stock 
a closed car with an all-steel body. 
Even the dealer w-ondered w’hat his 
new, shiny car would look like even 


if it should happen to be brought 
back. 
The skeptics by far outnum­ 
bered the optimists. Even those who 
started out to prove the worth of 
their product displayed more than 
slight nervousness. 
The brakes were released and by 
the time the car had reached the 
end of the wooden runway, the speedo­ 
meter registered 25 miles per hour. 
With a lunge, it left the runw'ay side- 
wise. Over and over it turned. The 
closest estimate of the number of 
complete somersaults taken w’as six . 
It rolled all the way to the bottom 
of the hill in a series of leaps, now 
on its wheels, now on its top. As it 
reached the end of its crashing jour­ 
ney, it stopped, with its w’heels in the 
air, spinning as if the car was speed­ 
ing through the air at enormous speed. 
Outside of a few dents, nothing ap­ 
parently had happened. The skeptics 
nodded their heads. 
This test was repeated three times 
altogether, with the same car. Again 
and again this crashing, smashing 
journey w’as performed. Three times 
the car climbed back up the hill for 
more punishment. And at the con- 


clusion the motor was started and 
the car was driven back to the place 
of its origin under its own pow’er. 
A couple of workmen straightened 
out the dents. 
Not a window was 
broken, not a fender out of place. 
If a driver had occupied the car and 
had strapped himself to his seat he 
w’ould not have suffered any injury 
more serious than a general shaking 
up. 
Steel has long been recognized as 
an agent of safety. 
It is used in 
buildings, in all forma of transporta­ 
tion, including the airplane and is 
rapidly becoming one of the most im­ 
portant factors in automobile manu­ 
facture. 
At the present time, approx imately 
6,000,000 all-steel automobile bodies 
are in use in America. Several pop­ 
ular cars use them as standard equip­ 
ment and more manufacturers are 
being convinced yearly of their safety 
value, especially in connection with 
today’s high-speed driving. 
The car w’ith nine lives now joins 
the famous cat and it is difficult to 
say which has gra>« ter powers of en­ 
durance.
